“Law has been relied upon as tho chiet 
means whereby to makgmon better, and 
has proved itsolt a lamentablo failure.” 
While womust admit that there have boen 
many failures in mstituting governments 
among mankind, there hyve boen, a great 
many instunces of success,

Mr. Van Winkle said some time sinco 
that the Anurchistio conception of hu- 
man relations had been triod and repu- 
diated by every people on carth; Mr, 
Gibson says that it has not boen put to 
the test Ly any yation.

the same time they raise the price of 
coal in order to pay 20 per cent div- 
jdends on their watered stocks, 
Thenywhen the miner refuser to sub- 
mit to the reduction in wages he and 
his family are turned oat to perish 
in the snow and cold, As a samplo 
of this, read the following: 

Uniontown, Pa, Feb, 3.--Twenty writa of 
ejectment of as many families froin houses 
of IHL O, Frect, nt Leith, were placed in the 
hands of the aberiff up to noon, Vut three 
familios bave been evicted, A number of 
othors were allowed to remain, promising to 
yield poreession this evening, Tho sheriff 
and his posra have gone to the Trotter works, 
where they will ejoct n number of familios 
this evening. Thewenther fa intensely cold 
and the anfferings of those nlredy ejected 
are painful to witness, Some have been 
taken iuto tho houses of neighbors, whilo 
others are huddled together with their ofects 
in the snow, the only protection being a few 
bed clothos. 

The samo dispatch states that the 
“operators” will not allow the men 
to mine coal enough to keep them 
and their families from freezing, ex- 
pecting in this .way to starve and 
freezo them into submission. And 
when these miners assert and defend 
therr natural right to coal enough to 
to keep themselves and children 
warm, and also their right to the 
shanties they may have builtasa 
shelter from the storm, then the law 
steps in to protect the— laborer? 
Oh no! Tho laborer, the miner; is 
the aggressor! Tt is the much-abused 
capitalist that needs the protection 
of haw? 

The most noticeable feature of 
our «American Civilization at the 
present time is the rapidity with 
which itis taking on the vices and 
crimes of the old-world civilizations.

Lately 
he has been very brutal, and his wife, on 
Friday, applied for a divorco, Inst night or 
ently this morning, ho entered the room 
through a.window and killed the women by 
beating them ovor the head with a carpenter's

The above, taken from the daily 
news, is only one instance among 
many showing the working of the 
legal-ownership principle when ap- 
plicd to the sex-relations of men 
and women. From particulars fur- 
nished by the same papers wo learn 
that Smith had tried hard to induce 
his wife to withdraw her application 
for divorce.

WOMAN IN OUR WORK, 

I desire to call tho especial attention 
of all readers of Luctraa, and of Ireo- 
thinkera generally, to theable aud timely 
article by Gertrude B. Kelly found in 
another parto? this paper, aud which is 
reproduced from Liberty, I know of no 
particular in which male Freothiukors 
are so remiss in their duty asin that in- 
dicated by Liborty’s contributor, Tn 
my active missionary work, I havo met 
thousands of men who have no faith in 
the old fablos, but whose homes are tho 
last plages whore a word or line of Froo- 
thought enters, Theoy take no progros- 
sive journals, but thotr wives almost in- 
variably subscribe for sectarian papers, 
sendtheir children to Sunday school, 
attend church, support the minister, 
tako part in tho fairs, ote., conductod by 
the church, nnd in overy other possible 
way train their children in the snperstl- 
tions and despotisms of theology. And 
in this work the fathers always give thoir 
passive when they do not thoir active as- 
sistance, ` 

There is one paragraph of Gertrude 
B, Kelloy’s which I must quote here, and 
make it the text for a fow additional ro 
marks, To those careless, cowardly, Frec 
thinkors, sho sternly says: 

“Jf you mon are so constituted that 
you are satisfied to moot jdaily in the 


most intimate relationship persons who 
bhaye no sympathy with any thought, 
hope or aspiration of yours; 1f you aro 


satisfied that your homes are just the 
places where you aro lenst understood; 
if you hava no interest in the emancipa- 
tion of woman for ber own sake,—you 
ought to have some for the sake of your 
sone, for the sakeof the cause to which 
you profess to be attached.” 

Touching this, itigmydeliborate and 
long-held conviction that these men may 
bedivided into threo general classes, Tho 
first of theso divisions includes a multi. 
tudo of mean cowards,—who make the 
alleged or reel orthodoxy of their wives 
a cloak to cover their own crayon fearot 
Mrs. Grundy, their cont-per-cent appre- 
hension that their business interosts 
would eutfer did thoy stand out manfully 
for their vonvictions,and their trembling 
subsorviency in the presence of clientsand 
patients and voters. Of course,vory many 
of then aro intellectually lazy, aa well as 
cowurdly, nud their reluctance to make 
“discord” in their ‘familios by boing 
morally honest is but a make-shitt ox- 
cuse to nyoid mental oxertion. Thero 
are large numbers of such men who 
have wives who might long since have 
been enlisted as active workers in 
the cause of human brotherhood, 
yiberty nud justico, had their husbands 
had the courago of their convictions aud 
the slightost zoal in Vohall of that cause, 
Alltbat was necessary was to placo in 
tho way of these women the argumonts 
and tacts that support Freethought prin- 
ciples. But this has not been done, nnd 
tho lamentable result is that these wo- 
men, as mothers, instead of helping to 
raiso a generation of young men and 
women inspired with a generous dovotion 
to Humanity, are training them to act 
am support of every time-sanctioned and 
legalized iniquity, And right hero I 
wish to say, in justico to woman, that 
she, as a Freethinker, rarely, if ever, is 
opon to the chargo made against so- 
called Liberal men. Sho is ever eager to 
have her children grow up in the light 
and liberty of tha principlos in which sho 
herself has faith, 

The second class of the men who are 
the objects of our criticism, do not carry 
their Freethought into their families: 
because the only bond of sympathy be 
tween them and their wives is a purely 
mercnnary one; so long as those wives 
aid, or, atloast, do not hinder, them in 
their raco for wealth, ıt is all they care 
They never feol the need of homo appro- 
ciation of anything above the gold mens- 
ure of societary stratification. Thoy 
nover climb to the regions of healthful 
air andsunlight,where bioom the flowers 
of poetry and art, and is gathered the 
ripo fruit of literatura and montal and 
moral culture. Lostin the mazes of busi- 
ness cares and porplexities, the world in 
which their wives live is one almost nun- 
known to them, save asthey go with more 
orlosss regularity to church that thoir so- 
cial and business standing may be 
kept up to that of their neighbors and 
rivals in the samo stratum of society. 

Tho third class of do-nothing Liberals, 
who do not carry their Freothought into 
thoir homes, is composed of the men 
who caro only for their wives us sexual as- 
socintes nud the breeders of tbeir chil- 
dren. Theoy may lovethem in a certain 
way nnd iu certain brief moments, but so 
far as intellectual sympathy and the ex- 
alting love of equals is concerned, there 
is none of it, They live in one world, 
thoir wives iu another. The subjects of 
conversation that interest one have no 
attachmonts for the other. ‘Thay do not 
read the same books, they havo no come 
mon hopes and purposes in lifo, So far 
as he is concerned, itis simply a physi- 
cal union, and too-often, alas! it is no 
more fo hor, 

Into these throo classes naturally fall 
most of thoso “Freethinkers” whom 
Gortrude B. Kelly so finely and justly 
criticises and warns, If many of them 
are worth trying to save, I am much 
mistaken, 

It is imposible for me to conceive li ow 
any man with brains onough to be a 
Frecthinker, can be “eatistiod to meet 
daily in the most intimate relationship” 
a woman who has no kuoewlodgo of or 
sympathy with his thoughts, hopes, and 
aspirations, or how ho can abstain from 
doing all possible to convince her of the 
truth and beauty of the sublime princi- 
ples of liberty and justice and fraternity 
aa they nroin Freethought, to be realiz- 


ed on oarth only when mon and women 
shall work together hand in hand, froe

ject of life.” Christianity, on tho other 
hand, sete n check upon such pleasure 


by prohibiting the use of natural meth- | 


ods. The habits of thosa who embrace 
or practico intemperance and unclean 
debauchery are contrary to tho laws of 
nature, ‘Those that wallow in tho miro 
of priestcraft and uarrow-minded bigotry 
are no better than the blind wretches 
who havo ombraced tho opposite oxtremo, 
Men to bo happy and enjoy nature must 


be free, Their income must be sufi- 
cient to live with a degroe of exso—to 
be froo from debt, to be from 
disenso- their surroundings must bo 
euch anato securo plansure in all pur- 
suits they may undertake, ‘To securo 
happiness mon must be just and for- 
giving; they must lond u helping band 
to a fellow-being in distross, lighton the 
loug of the cast down sufferor in mind 
or body, enlargo thesplero of their at- 
tection, cast a halo of sunshine and good 
naturo in the wako of their ship of 
life, so that all who come in contact 
with them may feol that lifo is worth 
hving. Such a nature lends n full meas- 
ure of joy to fellow natures, by renson 
of living in the world, and when denth 
comes, thoarrlyalof that event is not 
shrouded with the melancholy pall that 
brings terror instead of happiness at the 
thought of leaving thia world of trial, 
turmoil and strife, 

The preacher tells us that Christlunity 
ig increasing oyery day with a wonder- 
fulstride. This is only an additional oyi- 
dence ofa narrow and bigoted mind, for 
wə havo the plain evidence from ordi- 
nary observation that the opposite of this 
isthe real fact. ‘The falling offinchureh 
attendance and Sunday observance, is rap- 
idly incroasing, Tha day is given np to 
rest or social pleasure, to excursions and 
pursuit of relaxation from business. 
Games and social parties, free from the 
restraints of religions intolerance, are 
Trequent Sanday oceurrenees, The Jong 
lines of Sunday schon] shildren going 
out for pleasure, have given way to more 


natural and rational modes of enjoying 
the lifethat nature has provided means 
to sustain, Tho church has ceased to 


be the prime factor of pleasure and rul- 
ing power of social pastime. Thesepnra- 
tion of Church: and Stato 18 noticaable 
in all parts of the land. Even the Biblo 
has to ba revised so that the language 
may more fully accord with the modern 
advanve of refined ideas, Edneation 
has come to the rescue and the bugaboo 
of ghosts, hell and lost sinners hra cens- 
ed tobe a torror, and barrier to the 
advance of science. Women, the main 
stay of roligion, have given way to the 
new order of things and have joined the 
procession, doterminsd to be more in 


harmony with tho new order of 
things. Even in England, the clas- 
sical land = of Christianity, the 


working classes aro to a groat oxtent 
largo stockholders in freothought and 
enlarged ilens of needs of nature. Tho 
scars and wounds of the so-callod cross of 
Christ have lost the fatal impressions 
by which tho priests and preachers have 
long held sway over a suffering pooplo 
who havo liyed in tonara and anguish 
through gross ignorance and want of 
independent investigation, Tho narrow 
minds have budded into now life; visions 
of future life or fonr of death have given 
way, and the now mind looks through 
and out of the mists of ngos of intoler- 
aucoand pent up misery, A ficld of 
bright and glowing happiness looma up 
instend of tho clouds of torment; they 
now go forth Hike men from a prison; 
thoy are froo; they sce and nct; the sleok, 
well dressed, and well fed commandors 
of their bodieshave lost control, and the 
new man goes forward only as his con- 
science leads. He has stepped into the 
new road of intelligence; he now secs 
that lito is more. than church going 
and the giving of church alms to keep 
Up a crew of pamporod malo harlots who 
hayo long directed their very existence 
both in temporal and spiritual affairs, 

France has shaken the dust and gloom 
of intolerance from its life to a greater 
oxtont than any other country, and there 
has not been a singlo Christian in the 
Cabinet of dhat country for eight 
yoars, Can any one say that 
religions dogmas are increasing? 
when thousands of people join 
tho secular funeral procession of Victor 
Hugo, the world renowned infidel, and 
tho whole republic mourns his losa? 
The disposition manifested in all ages, 
to burn and destroy lifo and property, 
andall for “Josua Christ’s sake Amon,” 
has now given way to a new-born feeling 
thatis taught andinenleated iu Amorican 
institutions, That all aro born freo and 
oqual, and if acleparture is made from 
this thought, it is made through ignor- 
auco. People must be, educated to love 
Their bostiol 
qualitios must be improved by contact 
with a better class of minds who are wil. 
ling to instrnct, ready to forgive, with 
brains and hearts deyoted to the work of 
bottering the condition of their fellow 
mon. People must bo eduented, not in 
lottors alone but by contact with supo- 
rior talents, with instructors who can 
bring out the latent power in every hu- 
man machise, In all our broad land, 
we find the ignorant and inforior minds 
just as they werain yoars gono by---their 
ideas and inclinations are the samo— 
they have sung the same hymns and lis- 
tonod to thésame prayors from day to 
day until they are in a measure oncused 
jnashell in which they are destined to 
remain; death being their only relief, 
It is said that crime nnd wickedness aro 
Increasing; so aro the people; so are the 
facilities for spreading the news of their 
acts. The day's work of tha whofe world 
if heralded by our quick mothodsof con- 
veying and imparting news, and tho uni- 
verse becomes our own neighborhood in 
a monsitre. 

It is not the “alter death” that should 
give us thought, but tho present. After 
doath wo know that the clements of our 
existepco go tothe new life.
